LINKING TWO REPEATERS WITHOUT USING A 
LINK FREQUENCY? A unique concept in 
linking of two repeaters was presented 
by Bill Wood, WB6FXJ [at the ARRL 1978 
National Convention]. Bill is active 
on a 220 machine in the Pasadena area 
and on a second 220 machine near his 
work QTH in the Mojave Desert. The 
two systems have a mountain range be- 
tween them and it's strictly an "either/ 
or" situation. 

The two groups decided to try to 
set up a link between the machines if a 
suitable site could be found. As it 
turned out, the site came easier than.a 
link frequency! Both systems could be © 
worked adequately from an available 
site in Bellflower--but no link fre- 
quencies were available in that area. 

Someone came up with the idea of a scanning receiver flipping rapidly 
between the two repeater output frequencies--locking on the first signal 
heard and re-transmitting it on the input freqenncy of the other repeater-- 
thereby using no additional link frequency. Well, they tried it and it 
works beautifully... The link is fully "PL," minimum power, directional, 
and cannot be used as a repeater; and therefore cannot interfere with 
primary ststems. They had to add "PL" to both systsms' transmitters, and 
do a good bit of playing with timing and the audio system to effect a 
smooth-operating, good-sounding system, but it certainly paid off in ex- 
tending coverage without tieing up any additional frequencies. 

Anyone confronted with a similar type situation should seriously con- 
sider this approach. Bill indicated he would be glad to ans r any ques- 
tions or pass on all the details to any interested group.
